LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Dec. 9 
(AP) — A sub-committee of the 
United Nations Political Commit- 
tee today wrote into its proposed 


arms reduction program a recom- 
mendation that member govern- 
ments commence a balanced with- 
drawal of forces outside their 
home borders and institute a gen- 
eral demobilization of all troops. 

The vote was 16 to 2, with Aus- 
tralia and Brazil dissenting. All 
of the five big powers are repre- 
sented on the sub-committee. 

The amendment, 
India, also provided for early 
removal of troops stationed on 
alien soil without agreement. or 
treaties with the governments 
' conéerned. 

The subcommittee action came 
2 few hours after Russia, in & 
plenary session of the General 
Assembly Flushing Meadow 
Park. had unexpectedly refused to 
accept a proposal for a U.N. in- 
wentory of armed troops at home. 

In that session, Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov in a sur- 
prise move demanded deletion of 
a home troop census from aA reso- 
lution already approved by the 
S4-nation Political Committee. 

Stipulation by Connally. 

In the subcommittee’ session, 
Senator Tom Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, voted for the Indian 
amendment after getting delegates 
to agree to the stipulation that 
the clause covering treaties or 
agreements should be written in. 
Earlier, he had objected to the 
proposal on the ground that it 
Was s0 vague that it could be in- 
terpreted to mean that the United 
States might have to pull its 
troops out of Panama Canal forti- 
fications. 

The Indian amendment, a clari- 
fied version of an Egyptian pro- 
posal, thus was placed in the 
hands of a drafting subcommittee 
which still has before it the prob- 


lem of resolving conflicting Rus- | 


sian and United States views as 
to whether proposed contro] com- 
missions over arms cuts and the 
atom bomb should operate under 


the Security Council or independ- | 


ent of it and thus outside the veto. 
The committee was to meet to- 
night. 

These two considerations now 
were the only points remaining to 
be decided in the whole arms re- 
duction resolution.

Bavisory Panel in Philadelphia District Has 


Same Objectives as Toledo Setup, but 
There Are No Public Members.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9— Labor 
leaders, industrialists and the pub- 
lic will watch with great interest 
ithe outcome of an experiment in 
labor relations to be undertaken 
‘in the Philadelphia district of the 
United States Conciliation service. 
| The plan is to set up an ad- 
visory panel of 20 persons: Ten 
employers, five representatives of 
the American Federation of La- 
bor and five from the Congress of 
the Industrial Organizations. This 
panel will assist federal con- 
ciliators in settling labor disputes 
before the strike stage. 

Tentatively, plans call for the 
panel to meet once a month. It 
will work in private and behind 
ithe scenes. It will be a group to 
,which federal conciliators may 
‘bring their troubles and seek ad- 
vice, 

It will have the same objectives 


as the widely-discussed Toledo 
plan for industrial peace, which 
was outlined to the White House 
several days ago by Vice Mayor 
Michael V. Disalle and which 
might become a pattern for such 
legislation as President Truman 
may propose to the Hightieth Con- 
gress. 

Differs From Toledo Pian. 

The Conciliation Service plan 
differs from the Toledo plan, how- 
ever, in a number of respects. One 
is that there are no members of 
the public, as such, on the panel. 
In Toledo, the committee to which 
disputes are referred is made up 
of representatives of the public, 
labor.and management. It holds 
informal as well as formal hear- 
ings. 7 

While federal conciliators will

Missouri Supreme Court 
Reverses St. Louis 
Judge — Finds No 
Breach of Rights.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 9—An 
agreement by property owners ex- 
cluding Negroes from occupancy 


of praperty in St. Louis was up- 
held today by the Missourj Su- 
preme Court, en banc, in a deci- 
Sion which reversed the findings 
of the St. Louis Circuit Court, 

The Supreme Court, ating tn 
an appeal involving most of the 
property on Labadie avenue, from 
Taylor avenue to Cora avenue, de- 
clared that an agreement exclud- 
ing Negroes violated neither the 
civil rights of individuals under 
the United States Constitution nor 
the 1945 Missouri Constitution. 

In the Labadie avenue case Ne- 
groes and “Mongolians” were 
barred for 50 years, beginning in 
1911. Circuit Judge William F. 
Koerner of St. Louis had held the 
agreement to be invalid. 

The case was remanded to the 
lower court by action of the Su- 
preme Court today, with instruc- 
tions that a judgment be issued 
The 
upper court also ordered that a 
petition be granted divesting Ne- 
gro occupants of the property in 
question of their title ‘to land 
there, 


NETWORK SAYS ITS READY 
TO START COLOR TELEVISION 


C. B. S. Awaits Only FCC Ap- 
proval, President of the 
System Says. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP)— 
Frank Stanton, president of the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
said today C.B.S. is ready to start 
color television broadcast just as 
soon as the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission gives its approv- 
al. He made his statement at an 
FCC hearing on an petition by 
C.B.8. to authorize _ television 

broadcasting immediately. 

He said Columbia is confident 
its color television has been de- 
veloped to the point where it is 
ready to go. He asserted it would 
be against public interest to deny 
the C.B.S. application. 

“If, for example, 500,000 black 
and white sets are'sold within the 
next year about $2,000,000 will 
have been invested by the public 
— and white television,” he 
said,

He 
asserted the hotel was inspected 
Saturday, yesterday and today, 
and instead of finding the man- 
agement endeavoring to correct 
the hazardous situation, it ws ob- 
served “the condition was getting 
worse.”

Short Fuel Supply De. 
lays Full Production at 
Some Plants — 23 
Trains Restored. 


Most of the 1300 St. Louis 
workers laid off as a result of the 
coal strike were being recalled 
today. Depletion of fuel stockpiles 
will delay resumption of full-scale 
production in some plants, how- 


ever, One company announced 
that further curtailment will be 
necessary. 

American Steel Foundries said 
it would be forced to take one of 
the furnaces in its Granite City 
plant out of operation next Friday, 
laying off 400 workers, to build up 
coal reserve. 

Majestic Manufacturing Co., 2134 
Delmar boulevard, which laid off 
more than 200 workers Nov. 20 in 
the first shutdown hcre, resumed 
full-scale operations today. Lin- 
coln Engineering Co., 5730 Natural 
Bridge avenue, which had laid off 
400 employes, called 350 back and 
said the others would return later 
in the week. Other plants were 
recalling their staffs. 

23 Trains Restored. 

Elimination of the freight and 
express embargoes, the brownout, 
parcel post restrictions and other 
coal-saving measures were felt on 
evéry side. Twenty-three St. Louis 
passenger trains which had been 
suspended by Government order 
were beirfg placed back in service. 

Elevator and escalator services, 
which had been curtailed by 25 
per cent, were back to normal.

FINES ON STRIKERS 
UP TO OPERATORS 


Full Production of Coal 
Expected by Wednes- 
day—Firms Rescinding 
Layoff Orders Affect- 


ing Millions.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Dec. 9 (APY 
— The miners trooped back to 
their jobs today and resumed pro- 
duction of soft coal, ending a 17- 
day work stoppage that crippled 
the nation’s economy, 

Spearheading the back-to-work 
movement by the 400,000 AFL 
United Mine Workers were those 
in Pennsylvania and West Vir- 
ginia, which have about one half 
of the soft coal miners, Reports 
from these fields showed miners 
generally obeyed John L. Lewis's 
order to return to work, although 
full production may not be reached 
before Tuesday or Wednesday, 

Many miners who received the 
word yesterday held meetings ap- 
proving Lewis's action, and got an 
early start on dawn shifts, 

In the big Pennsylvania field, 
employing 100,000 soft coal miners, 
the Solid Fuelg Administration 
reported a majority of mines re- 
suming but that miners appeared 
at some pits, then returned home 
to await the official word, The 
SFA at Altoona, Pa. estimated 
two-thirds of the 1217 coal mines 
in that area were operating. 

Captive Mines Reopen. ' 

Among the mines -‘treopening 
were captive pits of such steel 
corporations as United States 
Steel, Jones & Laughlin and Re- 
public Steel, ' 

Fuel was needed badly by in- 
dustry and to warm homes and 
schools across the country.

A procedure has 
been established under which the 
operators agree not to deduct the 
fine and the UMW district offi- 
cers promise not to press a coun- 
ter-claim against them. 

Government’s Position, 
| Asked whether a similar pro- 
‘cedure might be followed in the 
present strfke, Lt. Comdr. R. S. 
Shryock, assistant officer in 
charge of the Coal Mines Admin- 
istrationefor Pennsylvania, north- 
ern West Virginia and Ohio, said: 

“Whether or not to collect the 
fines is entirely up to the opera- 
tors to decide. Many may decide 
that it fs good psychology to re- 
mit the fines. We are perfectly 
satisfied to have them do that, 
It is wholly a matter of man- 
agerial discretion.” 

Most big operators said the 
strike had ended so suddenly they 
had not reached a definite deci- 
sion on whether to collect the 
fines. However, several were of 
the opinion that the fines would 
be waived in most areas, 


One operator pointed out that 


not all mine owners had requested 
authorization to levy fines. He 
expressed the view that none of 
the fines would be collected un- 
less the Government indicated it 
wanted the penalties carried out, 
Precedent Against It, 

Another said precedent was 
against collection of the fines. He 
predicted that some southern op- 
erators might insist on taking the 
money out of the men’s pay en- 
velopes, but said he did not be 
lieve many of the northern op- 
erators would adopt this attitude,

M e e t — Conciliation 
Chief Points to Public 
Concern Over Crippling 
Tie-ups. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP)— 
The Government sought advice 
from executives and unions in the 


public utility field today in an i } 


effort to avert a repetition of the 
recent crippling Pittsburgh power 
strike. 

The conference was ¢called by 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach 
at the behest of the labor-manage- 
ment advisory committee set up 
by the Labor Department. ‘The 
advisory committee includes rep- 
resentatives of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers, United 
States Chamber of Commerce, 
AFL and CIO. 

Additional meetings for other 
industries where strikes could im- 
peril the national economy are 
planned soon by the committee. 

Conciliation Director Edgar L. 
Warren refrained from asking the 
union conferees for a no-strike 
pledge and said he had no “pre- 
conceived solution to sell you.’ 

Government’s Policy. 

Warren told the representatives 
of three CIO and AFL unions 
that “the Government’s policy is 
one of free collective bargaining.” 

“At the same time,” he added, 
“there has been an increase in 
unionization of utility employes. 
Collective bargaining touches the 
public interest in so many more 
places today than it did before the 
war that many of our citizens are 
worrying lest work stoppages dis- 
rupt their homes, their work and 
their communities. 

“As collective bargaining 
spreads it multiplies the responsi- 
bility of unions and of employers 
‘to make it work peacefully.” 

Warren said that the record of 
work stoppages in utility indus- 
tries “is by no means the worst 
in the country” but that walkouts 
in that field were accented “when 
all activities in the city of Pitts- 
burgh were crippled by a utility 
strike of 27 days’ duration.” 

He said the Government wants 
no arbitrary authority and “can 
only help you.” 

The Government's victory over 
John L. Lewis in the coal strike 
was a big background factor in 
the meeting. 

A congressional investigation of 
labor organizations to determine 
whether any of their leaders 
wields “autocratic power” was 
proposed by Senator Lucas (Dem.), 
Illinois. 

Lucas said he intends to urge 
the new Congress to order a 
sweeping inquiry into the whole 
field of labor-management rela- 
tions to “ascertain which of these 
Jlabor organizations have demo- 
cratic processes and which are 
run by one man.” 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, told 
reporters he saw no reason for 
Congress to hold up action on 
labor legislation until the Su- 
preme Court hands down a deci- 
sion in the Lewis case. Taft, who 
returned to his office today from 
ea Central American vacation, said 
it is up to the court to say what 
‘the law is and up to Congress to 
say what it should be, 

Issues Still Unsolved. 

Senator Hickenlooper (Rep.), 
Iowa, said he thinks a number of 
vital issues remain unsolved as a 
result of Lewis's attempt to ter- 
minate the miners’ contract with 
the Government and the resulting 
shut-down. 

Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
called for action which would 
place the country in a position 
“where the public interest never 
again can be jeopardized by a 
repetition of what we have just 
come through.” 

Senator Millikin (Rep.), Colo- 
rado, said the end of the walkout 
would strengthen the handg of 
those who want to see “firm and 
well balanced labor relations leg- 
islation.” 

Senator Butler (Rep.), Ne 
braska, insisted that Lewis's capit- 
ulation should not be made the 
means of delaying congressional 
action on changes in the labor 
laws. He said the move ought to 
go ahead without reference to the 
mine walkout. 

Senator Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, 
declining comment on Lewis's ac- 
tion, indicated it would have little 
effect on his plans for presenting 
a series of labor measures to the 
new Republican-controlled Senate 
shortly after it meets, 


Murray Aid Calls on Labor Lead- 
ers to Use Heads. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 9 (AP) 
—The assistant to CIO President 
Philip Murray says the nation’s 
labor leaders must “use their 
heads” if a good future for indus- 
trial relations is to be secured. 
Clinton 8S. Golden told the quar- 
terly conference of the Labor Edu- 
cationa] Association Saturday that 
management once had the upper 
hand in industrial relations but 

now labor has that position. 

“A lot of people have come into 
power,” he said. “They are not 
management and they are not 
using their power as judiciously 
as management.” 

Golden suggested 
democracy instead of 
autocracy.” 

One thing that might help cur- 
rent labor-management battles, 
Golden said, is for the Govern- 
ment to ask every union to file a 
copy of its contract proposals with 
the Department of Labor before 
negotiations start. That way the 
Conciliation Service will know 
what is involved in each case. 

He suggested labor “training” 
along the lines of co-operation 
should be conducted by labor 
wnions, Management and by edu- 
eators in the colleges and univer- 
sities.

FORMER EUROPA 
DAMAGED IN GALE, 
SINKS IN HARBOR 


Liner Acquired by French 


Snaps Moorings at Le 
Havre — All Aboard 


Taken Off Safely. 


LE HAVRE, France, Dec. 9 
(AP) — The German-built liner 
Europa, renamed the Liberte by 
the French, snapped its moorings 
in a gale-driven tidal wave today, 
gashed its side against harbor 
wreckage and sank into the mud 
on a shallow side of the Le Havre 
basin. All aboard were taken 
ashore. 

The 49,746-ton vessel, assigned 
to France as war reparations, set- 
tled with a heavy list on recession 
of the tidal wave, which had 
caused the sea to rise three feet 
above normal. However, a rising 
tide later righted it, indicating it 
had retained some buoyancy. 

Jules Moch, Minister of Trans- 
port, said repairs on the ship 
might take a year. 

The vessel has been dogged by 
bad luck since it was launched at 
Hamburg as a North German 
Lioyd liner in August 1928. 

The sea and wind tore the 
vesse) from the French Line docks 
and shoved it across the basin, 
with anchors dragging, in less 
than three minutes. Wreckage 
staved in the Liberte’s side at the 
level of the machine room and 
water flooded. through the hole. 
Harbor observers expressed belief 
the long-rusting hulk of the sunk- 
en French liner Paris caused the 
damage. 

After the Europa was built, a 
mysterious $5,000,000 fire delayed 
its maiden voyage from Bremer- 
haven to New York until March 
1930. Despite strong headwinds, 
it set a westward crossing record 
of four days, 17 Mours, six min- 
utes, but later lost it to faster 
ships. 

The French liner Palmyre 
snapped its lines and drifted, but 
was brought under control with- 
out damage. 

The sinking of the Liberte oc- 
curred the day after search ships 
found an oil spot marking the 
grave of the submarine 23-26 
which had been unreported since 
it left Toulon Thursday with 16 
men aboard. It also was a for- 
mer German craft acquired by the 
French.

that employed in Toledo is the 
fear that the committee or panel 
will become dominated by public 
members who are so-called “do- 
gooders” and who do not fully 
understand the problems. 

It could happen, for example, 
that the public representatives 
would include the most prominent 
minister in the community. Be- 
cause of his position, this minister 
could command perhaps more at- 
tention than the labor leaders 
whenever he discussed the prob- 
lems or findings of the panel. 
Disregarding the minister’s as- 
sumed sincerity, labor feels that 
his head might be as soft as his 
heart where labor-management 
problems are at issue. 

To Function as Adviser. 

In addition to working behind 
the scenes, one of the functions of 
the new panel will be to advise 
the Conciliation Service, which has 
no powers other than those of 
Persuasion, on possible ways 6f 
improving its operations. 

The reason why it was set up at 
this time is due to the anxiety of 
Peter J. Manno, Conciliation Serv- 
ice branch supervisor of Philadel- 
phia, to keep the vast industrial 
establishments in his area running /é 
while negotiations of new con- 
tracts go on. 

A iarge proportion of Ilabor- 
management contracts expires in 
the period beginning in January 
and extending into spring.

Area Covered. 


The area covered by the Phila- 
delphia office ‘includes eastern 
Pennsylvania, lower New Jersey, 
Maryland, Delaware, the District 
of Columbia and parts of Vir- 
ginia.

Names of the members of the 
panel will be announced in Phil- 
adelphia at a meeting scheduled 
for Friday. It is hoped that by 
that time the method of opera- 
tion will have been worked out 
in greater detail.

In sharp, bitter tones, the Amer- 
can prosecutor outlined his case 
to an all-American court and as- 


serted: “The Third Reich died of 
its own poison.” The defendants, 
he said, contributed to that poi- 
soning. 
“The victims of their crimes are 
numbered in hundreds of thou- 
sands,” Taylor told the court. “A 
handful only are still alive; few 
of the survivors will appear in this 
courtroom,” 

Fatal Experiments. 
The general declared the group 
operated directly under Heinrich 
Himmler and the armed forces— 
and subjected Poles, Russians and 
Jews to fatal experiments under 
high altitude, conditions, to sub- 
zero freezing, to poison injections, 
and to inforced drinking of sea 
water. 
He declared the hearing was not 
merely a murder trial; that its 
real purpose was to show the Ger- 
man people the experiments he 
outlined were “fact and not fable.” 
Taylor said the defendants were 
trained physicians and some even 
were distinguished scientists, yet 
the experiments failed to contrib- 
ute a single thing to world science. 
“I do not think the German peo- 
ple have as yet any conception of 
how deeply the criminal folly that 
was Nazism bit into every phase 
of German life,” he told the court. 
“Tt will be our task to make these 
hings clear.” 

Hitler’s Own Physician. 

The prosecutor repeatedly re- 
ferred to Dr. Karl Brandt, Hit- 
ler’s personal physician who sat 
in Goering’s old seat, as the ac- 
knowledged leader of the group. 
He declared Brandt was the su- 
preme medical authority in the 
Reich and would be proved guilty 
on the basis of his own meticu- 
lously kept records. 

From these records, Taylor 
culled correspondence about vic- 
tims chosen for dangerous experi- 
ments in which there was some 
chance for them to live. Taylor 
said evidence would show the ex- 
periments were not to rescue or 
to cure, but to destroy and kill, 
He christened this “thanatology,” 
the science of producing death.

$2,700,000,000 to the $3,000,000,000 
fund of UNRRA. 

“Nations receiving free _ relief 
must prove their need for it,”

The Journal said Fire Chief C. 
C. Styron, Fire Marshal Harry 
Phillips and A. C. Hutson, assist- 
ant chief engineer of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters, were 
in “general agreement” as to the 
fire's origin. 

It said the facts would be placed 
before the City Board of Fire- 
masters late today and probably 
would be given to the grand jury 
when it starts @s investigation to- 
morrow.

19 stories to a canvas canopy 
when an improvised rope of bed 
linen broke. Her husband, to whom 
she was married last week, de- 
scended three floors to reach fire 
ladders. 

Two other names which had es- 
caped the Red Cross were record- 
ed. They were Charles Berry of 
Cedartown, Ga., southeastern bowl- 
ing champion, and Julia Hall of 
Albany, Ga., a delegate to a youth 
congress. 

Meetings Arranged. 

Solicitor General E. E. Andrews 
arranged conferences with the 
city fire marshal, firemen, fire 
underwriters and Grand Jury 
Foreman Henry Chandler. 
Andrews said a Fulton county 
(Atianta) grand jury would study 
the fire to determine if there had 
been any criminal negligence. 

Andrews said that for the guid- 
ance of the grand jury he and the 
foreman would seek to determine 
facts from “men who know” in 
contrast to “hasty conclusions and 
strong emotional reactions that 
always accompany a great catas- 
trophe such as this.” 

“If the hotel management is free 
of fault and negligence,” he said, 
“it has the right to have this 
passed upon by an official investi- 
gation. If there was some fatal 
oversight, the public has a right 
to know it.” 

Mayor William B. Hartfield 
called a meeting of the City 
Council's fire committee to ques- 
tion officials about the fire. The 
National Fire Prevention Associa- 
tion and the Nafional Conference 
of Building Officers also planned 
investigations. 

Hospital Report Requested. 

The city’s Grady Hospital was 
asked for a report on the burns 
and gas poisoning among the 
casualties in an effort to deter- 
mine the fire's origin. 

The executive committee of the 
National Society of Professional 
Engineers and Mayor *Hartsfield 
called for better regulations de- 
signed to prevent such loss of life 
by fire. 

Thousands of sightseers yester- 
day visited the site in the down- 
town theatrica] district to see 
where many persons perished in 
frantic plunges from windows of 
the hotel. Shredded sheets which 
guests had tied into ropes in an 
effort to escape still flapped from 
the windows. 

A state law requiring all Geor- 
gia hotels to install automatic 
sprinkler systems was asked for 
by Taylor T. Carstarphen, chair- 
man of the Macon (Ga,) City 
Gouncil’'s fire cammittee. The 
Winecoff had neither sprinklers 
nor fire escapes. The hotel passed 
a city fire inspectior only re- 
cently. 

Arnall Criticizes Rating. 

Gov. Ellis Arnall criticized the 
hotel's rating as “fire resistant” 
and asked for legislation against 
guch a claim. 

Sixty-four of the about 100 in- 
jured persons remained in hospi- 
tals. Eleven were in serious con- 
dition. 

Relatives of missing guests 
toured morgues and mortuaries 
yesterday, looking at those bodies 
which still are unidentified. 

The families of four teen-age 
girls who were in the hotel and 
whe have since been missing gave 
up hope today of finding their 
children alive.

M. Blasingame. 

The resolution pointed out that 
a William Howard, a Negro vet- 
eran, had been killed recently and 
that Patrolman William J. Nig- 
gemann, who did the shooting 
while off duty, had been absolved.

The hotel was sold for $120,000 
a week ago to a group including 
Leon Asben of New York.

House Group Associate 
Counsel Here to Check 
Warehousés, Talk With 
Officials. 


Joseph C. Lewis, associate coun- 
sel for the House of Representa- 
tives Select Committee to Investi- 
gate the Disposal of Surplus 
Property, today began an inquiry 
into War Assets Administration 
operations in St. Louis, 

Lewis said he would begin by' 
making a check of WAA ware- 
houses in the St. Louis area, then 
talk to WAA officials here. He 
said he expected to spend most 
of the week in the investigation. 

Whether hearings are held later 
by the committee, headed by Rep- 
resentative Roger C. Slaughter of 
Kansas City, “depends on the cir- 
cumstances when I have finished | 
my investigations,” Lewis = said. 
Although in theory his work and 
the work of the committee is for 
the purpose of getting factual: 
data to aid in the framing of 
legislation, Lewis said most fre- 
quently “the most good we do is 
to uncover paper-work' snarls 
which then are corrected by the 
agencies voluntarily.” 

In Chicago, recently, Lewis said 
he was able to discover war 
assets in warehouses where they 
had been overlooked because of 
red-tape. The basic cause of such 
mix-ups, he added, is the failure 
of some employes of WAA to get 
along with one another. Employes 
of WAA, he said, largely were 
drawn from the Department of 
Commerce and the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, two agencies 
not infrequently in conflict. 

Meanwhile Charles G. Alexand- 
er, regional WAA director here, 
said today that his staf{'s own 
survey of “hidden war assets” in 
the area was still incomplete. The 
survey was undertaken last week 
to check warehouses in search of 
surplus materials which may have 
been overlooked and not offered 
for sale.

Statistics compiled in the city 
Park Department indicate day- 
light saving time is an important 
factor in the prevention of ju- 
venile delinquency, Park Commis- 
sioner Palmer B. Baumes said 
today. 

There were twice as many base- 
ball teams playing on the parks 
and playgrounds last year with 
daylight saving in effect than 
there had been with central stand- 
ard time the year before, Baumes 
said. 

“The program,” he added, “is 
now reaching into the teen-age 
group with boys in the potentially 
dangerous 17- to  20-year-age 
bracket taking part. While rec- 
reation is not a cure for juvenile 
delinquency, it does play an im- 
portant role and in many cases 
can be credited with holding those 
on the borderline within proper 
bounds.”

Coffin, 27 years old, shared a 
three-room apartment at 5264A 
Waterman avenue with three 
other students at the College of 
Mortuary Science, 4937. Forest 
Park avenue. Mrs. Delcour, 39 
who lives at 5244 Waterman ave- 
nue, said she met Coffin about 
three weeks ago, and had been 
going out with him under the im- 
pression he was divorced. 

He took her to the home of 
friends Saturday night. There, 
she said, he told her, “I have a 
confession to make. I’m not di- 
vorced; I’m married and have a 
wife and children.” She said she 
thought Coffin was joking. 

When taking her home in a 
taxicab about 4 a.m., she con- 
tinued, Coffin announced, “I’m go- 
ing to take me some pills and 
you're going to watch me.” She 
thought he was “just being dra- 
matic,” she said, but- agreed to 
make some coffee for him in his 
apartment. 

She was preparing the coffee in 
the kitchen when Coffin asked 
her to come into the living room 
where he swallowed several pills. 
When she asked what effect the 
pills would have, she said, he re-

Lewis and the union were con- 
victed for contempt in ignoring a 
district court order intended to 
head off the 17-day soft coal strike 
which was ended last Saturday. 
Their fines totaled $3,510,000. 

Today's action means a final 
decision can be expected a month 
or two earlier than if the issues 
involved had been decided first by 
the court of appeals. 

Lewis in calling off the strike 
at least until March 31, said fu- 
ture contract negotiations will be 
“within the lNmitations of the 
findings of the Supreme Court.” 
He said one of the reasons he 
ended the strike was to enable 
the court in considering his case 
to be “free from public pressure 
superinduced by the hysteria and 
frenzy of an economic crisis.” 

In the wake of Lewis’s capitula- 
tion Saturday, the nation hustled 
to get industrial wheels turning 
full speed again. The 400,000 AFL 
United Mine Workers were heed- 
ing the order of Lewis in getting 
back to the pits. 

Coal Regulations Remain. 

The Solid Fuels Administration 
is continuing for a while its con- 
trols over soft-coal shipments, but 
conditions under which supplies 
are doled out to essential users 
have been eased. 

The SFA set forth a list of pre- 
ferred consumers whose right to 
the available coal will be deter- 
mined by the size of their own 
coal piles. 

The order, FSA stipulated, is ef- 
fective “until stch time as ade- 
quate supplies of bituminous coal 
are produced.” Until then, it ex- 
plained, “it is necessary that coal 
be first supplied” for activities 
mecessary to health and safety. 

Preference List. 

Shippers are directed to give 
first preference to: 

Public utilities, railroads, ships, 
Jaundries, hospitals, food process- 
ing plants, refrigeration plants, 
hotel, and retail dealers who sup- 
ply those on the preference list 
and domestic home consumers. 

Utilities may obtain coal only 
when their supply is down to a 
20-day stock in the case of those 
whose shipments come by rail, 
and 30 days if they receive ship- 
ments by water. 

Others on the preferred list may 
obtain coal only when their sup- 
plies are reduced to 15 days in the 
case of rail shipments and 25 days 
for water shipments 

In the case of a retail dealer or 
commercial dock operator, the ton- 
nage shipped is to be sufficient 
to enable him to deliver to each 
of his customers in the preference 
group who has less than a 15-day 
supply on hand a quantity equal 
to a 15-day supply or one mini- 
mum load. 

Home users are entitled to 

coal deliveries only after their

MOSCOW, Dec. 2 (AP)

The resolution recognized India’s 
contention regarding treatment of 
Indians in South Africa, declaring 
that “because of that treatment, 
friendly relations between the two 
member states have been impaired, 
and unless a satisfactory settle- 
ment is reached these relations 
are likely to be further impaired.” 

The Assembly called on the two 
countries to try to settle their dif- 
ferences and report back to next 
year’s session. 

In another development yester- 
day, the U.N. Trusteeship Com- 
mittee turned thumbs down on 
South Africa’s proposal to absorb 
the territory of Southwest Africa 
—but the issue will be fought out 
again in the General Assembly. 

The committee called on South 
Africa to submit a_ trusteeship 
agreement for the territory under 
the proposed United Nations sys- 
tem of trusteeship over former 
mandated territories.

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TEHRAN'S TROOPS 
FIGHT AZERBAIJAN 
FORCE AT BORDER 


Premier Qavam Reports 
Clash — Tabriz Chief 
Says ‘Great Revolu- 
tion’ Is Near in Iran. 


TEHRAN, Dec. 9 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Ahmed Quavam of Iran last 
night reported a militia attack on 
government troops sent to semi- 
autonomous Azerbaijan province 
to supervise elections, 

In a statement broadcast by the 
Tehran radio, the premier said 
government security forces had 
“been attacked by the Fedaies 
(Democrat militia) at Ghaflan- 
kooh” on the Aberbaijan border 
and the Fedaies had suffered the 
results of “breaking the law.” 

The radio i nTabriz, provincial 
capital, qouted Jafar Pishevari, 
former Azerbaijan premier and 
jeader of Azerbaijan's Democrat 
party, as saying that Azerbaijan 
could not be separated from Iran, 
but that “ a great Iranian revo- 
lution to save the nation from 
slavery is drawing nearer.” 


Pravda Says Tehran Broke Agree- 
ment With Azerbaijan. 
MOSCOW, Dec. 9 (AP)—Mount- 
ing apprehension over develop- 
ments in Iran were manifested 
here today as the Comntunist 
party newspaper Pravda charged 
Premier Ahmed Gavam’'s govern- 
ment with “violating its obliga- 
tions to settle the Azerbaijan 
question peacefully and going back 
on its agreement with representa- 

tives of Azerbaijan.” 

This apprehension was evoked 
by Qavam's decision to send gov- 
ernment troops north into Azer- 
baijan province, ostensibly to 
maintain order there in coming 
elections to the Iranian parlia- 
ment. 

“The Iranian government,” 
Pravda declared, “decided to bring 
troops into Iranian Azerbaijan not 
to maintain order but to liquidate 
national democratic liberties of the 
Azerbaijanians, dissolve the Azer- 
baijan Democratic party and pre- 
vent election of its representa- 
tives to the Majlis (parliament).” 

Viadimirov said the Azerbaijan- 
fans had no ebjection to observa- 
tion of the elections by Tehran 
representatives, but did object to 
the entry of government troops 
and gendarme units “not inter- 
ested in the preservation of na- 
tional democratic gains of the 
Azerbaijanians.”

Abrupt End of Coal 


Strike Centers Atten- 


tion on CIQO’s ‘Big 
Three’ Meeting. 


PITTSBURGH, Dec. 9 (UP)— 
Abrupt end of the coal strike left 
the fixing of a new national wage 
pattern strictly with the CIO. 

While the coal stoppage was in 
effect, labor looked to the United 
Mine Worker President John L. 
Lewis to carry the ball for new 
demands which would have set a 
new scale for the AFL and an 
additional 6,000,000 CIO members. 

Events over the weekend, 
however, added greater signifi- 
eance to a meeting of the “Big 
Three” of the CIO scheduled in 
Pittsburgh Dec. 16. At that time 
top leaders of the United Steel- 
workers, United Auto Workers and 
United Electrical Workers will 
meet to plan wage strategy. 

At its recent convention in At- 
Jantic City, the CIO went on rec- 
ord as demanding “substantial 
wage increases” for its members. 
Thus far the CIO has made no 
commitments as to what course 
its three largest unions will adopt 
regarding new contract demands. 
Only the United Rubber Workers, 
CIO’s fourth largest union, has 
made a definite demand of 26 
cents per hour increase. 

The Steelworkers already have 
©pened negotiations for a new 
eontract with the Aluminum Com- 
pany of America, although they 
have made no wage demands. 


Textile Workers of South Seek 
15-Cents-an-Hour Rise. 


ATLANTA, Dec. 9 (AP)—A gen- | 
eral wage increase of 15 cents an 
hour is the goal of the CIO Tex- | 


tile Workers Union of America in 
Southern cotton textile mills. 

About 400 delegates from 150 
local unions approved the wage 
demand for 100,000 textile workers 
in Alabama, Georgia, Tennessee, 
Louisiana, Texas, Virginia and the 
Carolinas. It is designed to meet 
higher costs of living. 

TWUA President Emil Rieve 
told yesterday's southern confer- 
ence: 

“Textile workers are still among 
the lowest paid industrial workers 
in the country and their wages 
gare not sufficient to maintain an 
American standard of living under 
present conditions.” 

The union says southern textile 
workers average 85 cents an hour 
or $34 weekly. A general 15-cent 
increase is being negotiated with 
northern cotton mills now. An 18- 
cent rise has been asked for in 
the synthetic yarn industry and 
20 cents in the woolen and 
worsted industry. 


Foundry Workers Seek Rise and 
Cost-of-Living Bonus. 
MILWAUKEE, Dec. 9 (UP) — 
Delegates to the first annual 
United Auto Workers (CIO) foun- 
dry conference, representing 100,- 
000 foundry workers, passed a res- 
olution yesterday calling for mini- 
mum wage standards in the in- 
dustry and favoring elimination 
of piece work from foundries un- 

der UAW contratts. 

The resolution was adopted 
after R. J. Thomas, UAW vice 
president, told the 230 delegates 
that foundry workers need not 
only a general cost-of-living bonus 
but also additional wage increases 
depending on their jobs, many of 
which he said were extremely haz- 
ardous. 

As an example of the minimum 
wages sought, union officials said 
that in foundries which have piece 
work the base rates for jobs 
should be equal to hourly rates for 
similar jobs in hourly-rated foun- 
Gries, plus 20 per cent over incen- 
tive earnings as a minimum guar- 
anteed rate. 

The delegates passed a resolu- 
tion calling for establishment of a 
permanent UAW foundry wage 
and hour council to begin its du- 
ties next spring. 

Another resolution asked for 
overtime wage provisions and ad- 
vocated health benefits and more 


adequate safety measures in the 
nation’s foundries, 

The conference also went on 
record as opposed’ to any racial 
discrimination in the industry.

Shortages Prevent Re- 
placement of Busses, 
Streetcars — Record 
Number of Passengers. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9 (AP) — 
With passengers transported at 
the rate of 25 billion a year and 


equipment for only 20 billion, the 
municipal transit industry is rid- 
ing on its rims today. 

Some officials concerned con- 
tend prospects are none _ too 
bright for quick improvement in 
the country’s public service trans- 
portation systems which operate 
surface cars, busses and rapid 
transit systems in practically 
every municipality. 

Many new refinements in 
transit travel originally planned 
for 1946 are still in the experi- 
mental stage because of critical 
material shortages and labor dif- 
ficulties in the automotive and 
interrelated industries. 

With national employment close 
to the 59,000,000 mark, national 
income at the annual rate of 165 
billion dollarg and retail sales 
still climbing, the transit industry 
in October carried 2,069,655,000 
passengers, the greatest traffic 
record for any single month. 

Expected Breathing Spell. 

A spokesman said the industry 
had expected a breathing spell 
following the end of the war, and 
private and public transit com- 
panies were planning to lay out 
about $218,000,000 in 1946 for the 
acquisition of new capital equip- 
ment and improvement of existing 
facilities. 

The spokesman added, “Instead 
of a breather we are getting more 
business than ever before.” This, 
he said, “can be attributed to the 
rapid transition of industry from 
wartime to peacetime production, 
to continuing high employment 


|resulting and to the inability of 


people to get new cars.” 

An emergency meeting of 10 of 
the leading manufacturers of tran- 
sit equipment was called in Octo- 
ber to consider the problem of ac- 
quiring new equipment. The re- 
sults presented this picture: Of a 
total of 15,751 vehicles including 
electric railway cars, busses and 
streetcars expected to be delivered 
in 1946, only 4765, or about 30 per 
cent, were delivered up to mid- 
October. Manufacturers “hoped” 
to deliver an additional 2687 units 
up to the end of the year. 

Repair Bills Mounting. 

Still, at this rate, the spokesman 
said, it would take from two to 
three years just to replace equip- 
ment which is wearing out. Some 
of the antiquated vehicles, he said, 
are running up repair bills out of 
all proportion to their returns. 

“Unless we can get some new 
equipment in a hurry,” he said, 
“the mortality rate will increase 
at a more rapid pace than we can 
make replacements.” 

The industry already has ex- 
hausted its limited supply of parts 
obtained from stripping equipment 
withdrawn from operation. 

A recent survey of 41 transit 
companies throughout the country 
disclosed that of 48,160 vehicles, 
such as busses, rapid transit cars, 
and streetcars operated by these 
companies, 1091 units were laid 
up on Oct, 15 because of a lack of 
parts, 

The spokesman contended that 
despite the down-at-the-heels 
equipment with which the industry 
is operating this country §astill 
maintains the safest transit sys- 
tem in the world.

Golden, assist- 
ant to the president of the CIO 
United Steel Workers; James G. 
Patton, president of the National 
Farmers Union; Beardsley Ruml,

of Women Voters; a number of 
pulishers of leading newspapers 
and magazines; and business and 
professional men.

He and the union will have to

2. In the past Lewis always had 
a big stick—the threat of a strike 
—when he sat down to bargain 
with the mine owners, and he 
called strikes to get what he 
wanted. 

This time—because he has told 
the miners to work unt& March 
31, 1947—he has given the owners 
almost four months in which to 
haggle with him without fear ef 
a strike. 

3. Within those four months 
Congress may act to _ cripple 
Lewis. Congress comes back Jan. 
2, full of talk about curbing labor. 

By telling the miners to work 
until March 31, Lewis has given 
Congress a deadline to shoot at 
if it wants to pass laws intended 
to make another strike like this 
one impossible. 

If Congress passes any law to 
eurb Lewis, it almost surely will 
be a law to curb labor unions in 
general. So all organized labor 
—* suffer. 

4. In addition to passing on the 
‘United States District Court’s 
right to fine Lewis for not obey- 
ing a no-strike order, the Supreme 
Court also may decide whether 
the judge had a right to issue the 
order. 

All Labor Affected. 

All labor might be affected if 
the Supreme Court should decide 
something like this: That the 
Government can get a court order 
to prevent a strike which it says 
might hurt the public interest. 

The Supreme Court may not do 
this. It would be a startling and 
“ymmomentous step for the Govern- 
ment might think it had the 
right in the future ‘to stop any 
kind of strike on the same 
grounds: Protection of public in- 
terest. 

Lewis gave some reasons for 
ending the strike, but not these, 
although he may have had them 
in mind: . 

1. If he had waited longer, he 
might have been ruined as a 


2. If he had waited longer, his 
union might have been wrecked. 
Avoided a Showdown, 

Take those one at a time: 

No. 1. President Truman was to 
have made a nation-wide broad- 
cast last night. He was expected 
to beam much of it at the miners, 
telling them to go' back to work, 
that they couldn’t win. 

If they had obeyed Truman, it 
would have meant deserting the 
Lewis leadership, They might not 
have obeyed the President, but 
Lewis didn’t take that chance. 


No. 2. After fining Lewis $10,- 
000 and his union $3,500,000 for 
not obeying his no-strike order 
Wednesday, the judge issued an- 
other order telling them the same 
thing. 

From Wednesday until Satur- 
day Lewis ignored this second 
order. If he had continued to ig- 
nore it until the Supreme Court 
decision came down, and if the 
Supreme Court ruled the judge 
was right in imposing the first 
fine, then— 

The judge could have fined 
Lewis again, any amount, or 
jailed him, and he could have 
fined the union any amount for 
ignoring the second no-strike 
order. 

The union reported $13,500,000 
in its treasury at its last conven- 
tion. The judge could have taken 
all of it. 


Reason Raises a Question. 


What Lewis told the miners— 
his reason for sending them back 
to work—was this: He wanted 
to leave the Supreme Court, while 
reaching a decision, free from the 
pressure of the “hysteria and 
frenzy of an economic crisis.” 

Lewis left himself wide open to 
one question when, in further ex- 
plaining why he sent them back 
to work, Lewis told the miners: 

“In addition, public necessity 
requires the quantitative produc- 
tion of coal during such a period 
(while the Supreme Court was 
deciding).” o 

Why didn’t he think of the need 
for coal before Saturday, before 
he called the strike in November?

Lease of Inch Line to Tennessee 
Firm Defers Final Disposition

N last Tuesday I appeared, by request, as a witness before the 
Slaughter Committee of the House of Representatives, that has 
been hard at work investigating the sale of surplus war property 
by the War Assets Administration. 


I directed my remarks particularly to the Big and Little Big 
Inch pipelines that had been built at a cost of $147,000,000 out of the 


Treasury to carry petroleum and 


its products from East Texas to 


the North Atlantic Seaboard for safer transshipment to England at 
a time that the German submarines were taking a heavy toll of 


tanker ships. 


I insisted that the matter of 
these pipelines had been badly 
handled by the WAA. Here were 
valuable properties that were de- 
teriorating at the rate of from 
$20,009 to $30,000 a day, and which 
were costing the Federal Govern- 
ment $60,000 a month for mainte- 
mance. These lines had been lying 
idie in the ground for more than 
a year end idleness had meant 
waste. 

Recently, the WAA asked for 
bids on these pipelines. At that 
_ time it was insisting that there 
. Was a necessity to sell them for 
oil-use. But there never was any 
such necessity. Some bids were 
submitted for oil-use and some for 
natural gas-use. The bids for the 
latter went as high as from 80 to 
100 million dollars of real money. 
However, Gen. Littlejohn, Admin- 
istrator of the War Assets Ad- 
ministration, after much backing 
and filling, declined all bids, and 
there the matter rests as of today. 

Waste of Needed Fuel. 

He did this at a time when the 
bituminous mines were closed and 
the country was in desperate need 
of coal. If these pipelines had 
been sold quickly for gas-use, 
which is the only economical use 
to which they can be put, it not 
only would have meant a lot of 
money returned to the Treasury, 
it would have made it possible to 
transport to an eager market large 
quantities of natural gas that are 
now going to waste in the South- 
west. This waste is terrific. In 
Texas alone, it is from one to 
two billion cubic feet a day, with 


lion cubic feet annually. This gas 
could help to heat homes and run 
factories that are now pinched for 
coal, on account of the strike, 
while facing the possibility of 
there being no coal at all to burn 
in the space of a few weeks. 

What Gen. Littlejohn should 
have done was to call for new 
bids immediately and then accept 
the highest cash bid for gas-use, 
on the condition that the line be 
put to work immediately, trans- 
mitting as much gas as could be 
done without compressors, until 
the lines could be reconditioned 
and the necessary compressors for 
the full use of the lines installed. 

He did not do this. Instead, 
Secretary Krug of the Department 
e 


of the Interior, after his depart- 
ment had been found in default 
by the Slaughter Committee, hasti- 
ly and without too much consider- 
ation, leased the lines to the Ten- 
nessee Gas and Transmission Co. 
until April 30, next. This had the 
effect of creating a monopoly for 
the Tennessee Gas and Transmis- 
sion Co., because the Big Inch 
pipelines were the only possible 
competitor of that company. 


The Government leased these 
lines to the Tennessee company - 
at the rate of 6c.per thousand 
cubic feet of gas clearing through 
it, despite a higher bid of 8c from 
another bidder. This, competitor, 
the Big Inch Pipeline Co., also 
offered to install $150,000 worth 
of improvements which would re- 
vert to the Government at the 
end of the lease. In addition, the 
Big Inch Pipeline Co., and otherg, 
were willing to pay real money 
for these big pipelines and dedi- 
cate them to permanent use as 
gas carriers, This would have 
meant continuing competition for 
the Tennessee Gas and Trans- 
mission Co., which emerged as the 
winner of the emergency lease, 
although it was not the highest 
bidder, 


Real Harm of Lease Plan. 


The real harm that was done by 
this inconsiderate emergency lease 
was to defer the final disposition 
of these Government-owned pipe- 
lines until the new Congress shall 
meet, Considering the opposition 


of the coal industry, the coal] min- 
ers, 
an over-all total waste of 694 bil- | 


the coal-carrying railroads 
and certain oil interests, the 
chances are that these pipelines 
will not remain permanently . in 
the business of transporting na- 
tural gas which, as has been said, 


is the highest and best use to 


which they could be put. If this 
should be the result, gas will con- 
tinue to go to waste in enormous 
quantities in the Southwest, the 
pipelines will continue to deterio- 
rate as they lie unused in the 
ground with, as usual, the people 
paying the cost through unneces- 
sary taxes. ‘

London Papers Link Princess’ 
Name With That of Greek 
Prince Philip. 


LONDON, Dec. 9 (AP)—A week- 
end deluge of publicity for Prince 
Philip of Greece and Denmark to- 
day whetted the British people’s 
expectation that the handsome, 
25-year-old court favorite soon 
would become engaged to Brit- 
ain’s Princess Elizabeth in the 
“royal romance” of the year, 

Tom Driberg, leftwing Labor 
member of Parliament—no admir- 
er of the Greek royal family—de- 
scribed the Prince as “intelligent 


and broadminded, fair and good- 
looking.” 

“It seems fair to interpret his 
request for British citizenship as, 
in part, a desire to be disen- 
tangled from Greek politics per- 
manently,” Driberg wrote in his 
Reynolds News column, 

Prince Philip, sixth in line for 
the Greek throne, will forefeit his 
right to succeed his second cous- 
in, George II, by becoming a 
British subject. 

Newspaper writers stressed that 
Philip, who served in the British 
Navy during the war, has spent 
most of his life in England, has 
English blood (he is Princess 
Elizabeth’s third cousin) and fre- 
quently is a week-end guest at 
royal residences, 

“It is no secret at court that 
Uncle Dickie—the family name 
for Lord Mountbatten, the 
Prince’s uncle—is a whole-heart- 
ed supporter of the marriage,” 
said the Sunday Pictorial, adding: 
“Close friends of the Princess

“When the war ended most 
went back home to their families 
on the first boat they could get 
on,” said one who stayed behind. 

So American military govern- 
ment had to take a skeleton staff 
of the veterans who remained and 
around this nucleus build up all 
over again—at the most critical 
period of the occupation. 


In small German cities far from 
the main policy-making centers 
young American combat veterans, 
drafted from regular Army duties, 
have had to take over functions 
of government with which they 
are unfamiliar. . 

Bitter Over Press Criticism. 

Yet you can't watch these men 
at work without feeling that a ma- 
jority are doing the best they can. 
They work long hours. They get 
bitter over all-embracing criti- 
cisms in the American press of 
the caliber of men in their branch 
of service. 

To fill the vacancies in key 
headquarters posts vacated by 
trained men who went back home 
to better paying executive jobs, 


authorities have had to hire where 
they could, Many discharged en- 
listed men and Army officers of 
ability have remained. Govern- 
ment offices in Washington have 
hired others and sent them over. 

Most are trained, serious men. 
Others aren't. A number are ad- 
venturers and carpetbaggers—and 
will privately admit they “came 
over for the ride.” 

The standard of honesty is that 
of any large group af Americans 
in a position to “make a little ex- 
tra.” The days of major carpet- 
bagging are over, but I astill 
couldn't name a man or woman I 
met in two months in Germany 
who wasn’t willing to “trade with 
the enemy” at least to the extent 
of exchanging cigarettes and 
candy bars for souvenir bric-a- 
brac. 

Anything beyond that, however, 
is subject to vigilant inquiry by 
the Army’s own internal police 
system, 

Russians Have “Very Able Men.” 

A source of high as well as low 
level argument in Germany is the 
question whether Russian military 
government men are of better cal- 
iber than their American counter- 
parts. 

“I don’t believe they are,” one 
American official told me, “but 
they do have some very able men. 
I think one reason is that the 
talented Russian regards it as a 
fine promotion and a splendid op- 
portunity to work in Germany in- 
stead of his own country. He feels 
better off here. 

“With the American it is ex- 
actly the reverse. He thinks he 
can do better and get ahead faster 
at home, That’s true, too, and 
that’s our real trouble in getting 
more top men.”

So the armchair “peace analysts” are 
at it again on their old, worn-out theme, 
“working wives.” They won the war 
in their safe, soft easy chairs and now 
they drag that old one out of their musty 
littie minds again. 

Frankly, gentlemen (and the term is 
used loosely), this is one married woman 
who never intended to work after her 
marriage. I wanted a home and children 
just like every normal human being. Un- 
fortunately, my fiance was “invited” to 
enter the Army, and the invitation lasted 
for four years. We married upon his dis- 
charge, still with fond hopes of that “lit- 
tle gray home,” etc. Here's just a few 
reasons why I'm pounding a typewriter 
now : 

1. Greedy landlords are holding places 
vacant because they can’t get their rents 
raised and their knife in the veteran's 
back. Hence we are homeless, unless 
you would call one room home. 

2. We eat all our meals out, and even 
“cheap” restaurants charge sky-high 
prices. 

3. If we should be so fortunate as to 
find a hovel costing $12.50 to $17.50 a 
week with certain “privileges,” we 
wouldn’t dare have a child because we 
would get booted out on the street, (My 
husband fought to make the world safe 
for little children. Yours, mister, not 
ours.) 

4. While my husband, and millions like 
him, were risking their lives overseas, 
labor managed to get such a strangle- 
hold on production that we couldn't be- 
gin to buy furniture, appliances or any 
of the things that make a home on my 
husband's salary. 

5. My husband's job demands an auto- 
mobile. Has anyone read you the prices 
lately — together with the neat little 
racket one of you homebodies started 
of a “little on the side” for the poor des- 
titute dealers, so that you could get your 
ear quicker? 

Those are just a few reasons, mister, 
why this woman is working. I don’t like 
to come to an office or factory and take 
a lot of lip from your kind. You use 
the patriotic saw that a veteran could 
use my job while in the same breath 
you make life all the more unbearable 
for him. 

I want a home, a real home and a 
child or two but, doggonit, doghouses, 
basements, tar-paper shacks and garages 
won't induce anyone to stay at home, 
and least of all, to start a family. You 
clear up this situation, bub, and there'll 
be a general exodus of women to the 
home. Until then, either put up or shut 
up.

Too Many Cooks 


Too many cooks spoil the broth.—Old Proverb. 
The Columbia River Valley, whose fight for a 
CVA Richard G. Baumhoff described in the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday, stands a better chamce for 


‘ complete development of its resources than does 


the Missouri Valley. Why? 

Because those who can see beyond a pork 
barrel are not willing to accept.a fake CVA. They 
do not want a substitute—a patchwork and pow- 
erless organization of various conflicting federal 
agencies. They are demanding a single agency 
of Government big enough to do all the parts 
of the job—a CVA. 

In the Missouri Valley, to the contrary, the 
fake MVA—the Missouri Basin Inter-Agency 
Committee—has been accepted by the gullible 
as the genuine article. The committee, composed 
of the Army Engineers, the Reclamation Bureau, 
the Department of Agriculture, the Federal Pow- 
er Commission and the Governors of four valley 
states, has no authority to do anything. It is 
dominated by the Army. It serves as a false 
front behind which the Army makes its special 
interests the dominant interests in the entire pro- 
gram, at the expense of other legitimate inter- 
ests. 

The Columbia Valley has a Governor, Mon C. 
Wallgren of Washington, who rejects the idea 
of a next-best-thing for his state and his valley. 
Gov. Wallgren demands the best and no substi- 
tutes. The Columbia Valley has a federal offi- 
cial who is big enough to rise above petty bu- 
reaucracy and speak out for what's best for the 
country—Paul J. Raver, administrator of the 
Bonneville Power Administration, a subsidiary 
of the Reclamation Bureau, who also is for a 
CVA. Pro-CVA sentiment by these and other 
strong leaders has been so effective that Secre- 
tary of the Interior Krug, in whose province the 
Reclamation Bureau lies, has come out for a 
CVA and announced that a bill to create one will 
be presented to the Eightieth Congress. 

Meanwhile, for want of similarly strong lead- 
ership in the Missouri Valley, the rivalries of the 
Army and Reclamation are gumming up the 
works, relegating to second-rank status such 
first-rank components of a Missouri Valley de- 
velopment program as soil conservation, foresta- 
tion, resettlement and agricultural guidance. No- 
where has the log jam been worse than in Mis- 
souri. 

In this state, the Army-Reclamation compro- 
mise plan—which embraces everything either 
side ever thought of—calls for Missouri to make 
large sacrifices of its most productive land with- 
out: adequate benefits from other parts of the 
program to compensate for it. Gov. Donnelly 
has become a strong leader of a fight to resist 
this all-take-and-no-give business. 

Nobody knows whether Missouri would have to 
give up so much if the design for the valley could 
be made whole—instead of piecemeal as it has 
been. Perhaps Missouri would have to sacrifice 
substantially less. verybody knows that Mis- 
souri (and every other state in the valley) should 
have larger benefits to offset its sacrifices— 
benefits which can come only from a single in- 
tegrated program of development administered 
by a single agency. 

Gov. Donnelly, who talked with members of 
his official family last Saturday about a state 
policy on this subject, could go further. He could 
break the log jam by demanding that we make 
an end to patching up, to continued bickering be- 
tween vested agencies, to political compromises 
at the expense of the federal treasury and the 
valley’s resources. He could demand a single 
agency to do the one big single job—call it 
MVA or anything else so long as it is the kind 
of agency that can do the job. 

Is the Missouri Valley going to lag behind for 
want of leadership and see the Columbia Valley 
get what it ought to have but is deprived of? 
In the long run, we think not.

Slight revision made necessary by the housing 
situation: “O’er the land of the free and the 
home of the lucky.” 
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The Brilliance of Laurette Taylor 

Laurette Taylor, the star of the current hit, 
“The Glass Menagerie,” is dead, and not only a 
great actress is gone, but even an authentic part 
of St. Louis is taken away. It is true that “The 
Glass Menagerie,” with the scene laid in St. 
Louis, was written by Tennessee Williams, who 
once lived here, but it was Miss Taylor who gave 
the play life and vibrance and sheer reality. 

She played the part of the Mississippi-born 
lady, plucked from Moonlight and Old Massa 
and transplanted to St. Louis by a rich husband 
who left his ill-equipped wife, his sensitive son 
and his crippled daughter living in a tenement, 
with only memories of their departed glory. 

It is understandable that such a fine play 
should have been written by Mr. Williams, who 
was born in Mississippi and had lived in St. 
Louis, but it was a matter of wonderment that 
Miss Taylor, a native of New York, could project, 
herself with such exquisite perception into the 
part. Only one who knew St. Louis and the 
South could appreciate the full perfection of her 
role. 

No wonder she became, in her sixties, the toast 
of Broadway. In the Valhalla of the theater, 
Mrs, Fiske, Julia Marlowe, Doris Keane and the 
rest must make room for a newcomer. 
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The Japanese are reported laggard in tearing 
down statues that ought to come down. Well, we 
Americans aren’t exactly ahead of ourselves. 


That Regional Toledo Plan 


The United States Conciliation Service itself 
is going into the business of three-sided media- 
tion to prevent strikes, What do St. Louis labor 
leaders say to this? They opposed the similar 
Toledo plan for local conciliation, on grounds 
that it would shove aside the federal agency. 
Now they have their answer. 

What the Conciliation Service has done is to 
organize a strike prevention assembly for the 
Mid-Atlantic states. This group of union, indus- 
try and public representatives will advise the 
federal conciliators. It will try to bring to- 
gether the parties to industrial disputes, in order 
to avert or end strikes. Except that this idea is 
on a regional rather than a local basis, it is the 
Toledo plan. 

Why did the federal agency move into this 
field? Obviously because the vast realm of in- 


{ 


dustrial relations is too great a burden to be car- 
ried without assistance. The Conciliation Service 
also recognizes that the alternative to Govern- 
ment decree in economic war is to encourage 
true collective bargaining. If the unions: and 
industries settle their own arguments, Govern- 
ment won't have to. 

Collective bargaining is what labor swears by. 
Government fiat, as the nation has lately seen, 
is what unions shy from, The Toledo plan reads 
like an answer to labor’s prayers. Yet St. Louis 
union bosses, in running away from local media- 
tion toward federal help, are like dervishes whirl- 
ing first toward Government intercession, then 
away from it. 
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In Retrospect 

When John L. Lewis hoisted the white flag last 
Saturday, he disappointed a good many of his 
admirers, who thought he was proceeding un- 
der a carefully worked-out strategic plan. In 
retrospect, it appears that Lewis did not have 
any plan at all, except to use a gigantic bluff. 
In poker-playing terms, he moved in his stack, 
but the Government called him by the action be- 
fore Judge Goldsborough. When that happened, 
Lewis was through—and the only question was 
when he should quit. 

He might have quit weekend before last be- 
fore the case began. Loving the dramatic as he 
does, he might have used Thanksgiving day, while 
the case was still pending, to make his gesture. 
But instead he waited until he was fined $10,000 
and until his union was fined $3,500,000. The 
Government meanwhile had moved determined- 
ly to bypass the Circuit Court of Appeals and 
to take the case before the Supreme Court. Then, 
with a shoddy performance at UMW headquar- 
ters, Lewis called off the strike. 

In doing so, Lewis, whose reverence for Amer- 
ican institutions is more honored in the breach 
than in the observance, found it expedient to 
bow low before the Supreme Court, which he 
called “the protector of American liberties and 
the rightful privileges of individual citizens.” 
The man who had defied the United States Gov- 
ernment and had shown contempt for the people 
suddenly exhibited a profound—even a fatherly 
—consideration for the court of last resort. 

After paying the court an elaborate tribute, 
Lewis said that “the fitting respect due the dig- 
nity of this high tribunal imperatively requires 
that, during its period of deliberation, the court 
be free from public pressure superinduced by 
the hysteria and frenzy of an economic crisis.” 
So, he, John Lewis, will free the court from pres- 
sure. How wonderfully tactful! How beautiful- 
ly kind! Surely, Chief Justice Vinson and his 
colleagues must appreciate what John Lewis has 
done for them. 

It may be that the Government strategy 
against Lewis was a piece of faulty improvisa- 
tion, as many of its critics suggest. It may be 
that, in resorting to the injunctive process, the 
Government raised specters of the days when 
that process was roundly abused by management 
to break strikes and to circumvent the legitimate 
aims of labor. But the Government found itself 
in a desperate crisis and it had to use whatever 
tools were at hand. The Supreme Court will de- 
cide whether or not those tools were legitimate. 
And it is up to the Eightieth Congress to enable 
the Government to avert such crises as Lewis 
created by specific and adequate legislation. 

Meanwhile, Lewis sits in the ashes of his own 
folly. On a legal technicality—not on a direct 
issue of wages and hours—he plunged the coun- 
try into a disastrous stoppage of coal mining at 
the beginning of winter. When the test came, 
he surrendered, betraying a poverty of thought 
and an absence of a course of logical procedure 
that shows the strike to have been a tragic ex- 
ercise in futility. 

Lewis won nothing. He and his miners and 
all of organized labor lost much. 
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We don’t know what Keith Wheeler means 
when he says the Italians are lovable in spite 
of everything. Offhand, we don’t think of any- 
one who is lovable in spite of just a little. 
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Crossed Wires of Mr. Molotov 


On Thanksgiving day, Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov startled and gratified his colleagues in the 
United Nations by accepting the principle of in- 
ternational inspection and control both as a 
means of limiting general armaments and of 
outlawing atomic weapons. 

With Molotov concurring, the UN voted 34 to 7 
in favor of a resolution directing member nations 
to report to the Secretary General by Jan. 1 the 
size of troop installations both at home and 
abroad, and providing that the reports be veri- 
fied by international inspection. 

Today, without warning, Molotov reversed him- 
self and demanded that troopg at home be ex- 
cluded from the census, Since the original res- 
olution was to be implemented by measures to be 
adopted in the Security Council, where Russia 
and the other Big Five powers have the right of 
veto, Molotov will of course carry his point. 

Thus the whole scheme of troops disclosure 
blows up, for, because of the geographic strate- 
gy of the situation, the really important troop 
statistics as far as Russia is concerned are 
those dealing with home forces. 

Today's turn of affairs is of a piece with the 
repeated reverses experienced by the Western 
powers in trying to come to terms with Russia. 
The pattern is new only in that it comes at the 
end of a month or so in which Russia had showed 
an increasingly conciliatory attitude which might 
have foreshadowed a permanent change of tac- 
tics. 

When the earpliones of one of the Russian 
delegates was giving trouble the other day, Sen- 
ator Connally remarked: “My Soviet friend ap- 
pears to have his wires crossed, I hope he does 
not have his fingers crossed.” 

Now it appears that both wires and fingers 
were crossed, and the lesson is emphasized that 
an agreement with Russia—or any international 
agreement, for that matter—is of value only 
when it is made clear and binding. For disarma- 
ment measures this means, as we have remarked 
before, that they shall be expressly and indubi- 
tably exempted from the right of veto. 
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Six pairs of cowboy boots at $3000 a pair are 
being made in Milwaukee, The dispatch fails 
to say, however, whether this is a de luxe job or 
the new inflation economy model. 
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How Veterans’ Housing Failed 
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What with “weariness, cynicism and surrender in high places,” 
says Louisville paper, Wilson Wyatt had a hopeless job;. reviews 
acts by Administration and Congress leading to his resignation: 
“sad thing is that the program seems now beyond resuscitation.”

As National Housing Administrator, Wil- 
s0n Wyatt was moved from the start by 
the conviction that his job of home-build- 
ing was of paramount importance. It was. 
The depth of his feeling on this point, and 
the aggressiveness with which he supported 
it, may be doubted by none who has fol- 
lowed his course, 


It was plain from the hour of his inspir- 
ing and highly imaginative report on Feb. 
7, outlining a goal of 2,700,000 new units in 
two years. It was reflected even in the 
hour of his resignation in tacit protest 
against lassitude and defeatism of a polit- 
ically discouraged Administration. 


But no review of his period of service 
would be fair unless it takes into account 
the conditions under which he entered upon 
his task. He assumed office and responsi- 
bility with a pattern of controls already 
fixed to all practical purposes. This pat- 
tern began congealing immediately after 
V-J day, when a business-as-usual policy 
was announced by the Government, and 
the WPB was fairly propelled into liquida- 
tion, 


Delayed by Realty Lobby 


It was four months afterward that Mr. 
Wyatt took office. His task was not only 
to get houses started, but as a more enor- 
mous detail, to bring about an acceptance 
of rigid Controls for-which there was, to 
put it mildly, a dwindling enthusiasm. The 
Patman bill, or Veterans’ Emergency Hous- 
ing Act, which gave him authority to pro- 
ceed, was not passed until after another 
three months and a half. Its passage had 
been marked by as furious an opposition, 
from as clamorous and powerful a lobby 
of private real estate and construction in- 
terests that would have none of public ac- 
tivity, as the Congress has ever seen. 


Several essential features for which Mr. 
Wyatt had asked, had been cut from the 
bill, in response to the powerful pressures. 
These included a demand for ceiling prices 
on existing homes. They included in large 
part his demand for subsidies with which 
to break bottlenecks in the prdduction and 
flow of building materials. The subsidies 
would provide incentive for production, and 
compensate for restriction of prices, 


Even the amount of subsidy granted be- 
came meaningless, however, as one after 
another controls over prices and wages 
were slackened or removed, The inflation 
of building costs which the program was 
designed to prevent began to swell, The 
subsidies were not enough, and the remain- 
ing controls over prices were insufficient, 
to stay the rise of a black market. 


Deck Stacked for Inflation 


Mr. Wyatt pleaded for enactment also of 
the Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill with its 
stimulation for a long-range housing pro- 
gram. The emergency program needed 
sorely the financing arrangements provided 
in the permanent program. But although 
the Senate passed the long-range bill, the 
House callously put it aside on the flimsi- 
est of pretexts. It now must start its legis- 
lative journey all over again in the new 
Congress, 


Then came the crushing blows—the re- 
moval of all price and wage controls, the 
impetus to inflation of all costs, of which 
there is no need reminding anybody. For 


all of these circumstances, the National 
Housing Administration was enabled to re- 
port for the first nine months of 1946 a 
start on 807,500 housing units, the comple- 
tion of 430,200. This was more than had 
ever been done before, even at the height 
of prosperity jn the past. 


The figures, of course, include new per- 
manent construction, conversions, tempo- 
rary re-use and trailers. But more than 
500,000 of the “starts” were permanent 
housing units. It has been calculated that 
these would be increased to 700,000 by the 
end of the year. Fair observers insist that 
NHA deserves credit for help in reaching 
totals greater than could have been pro- 
duced unassisted, 


And Finally George Allen 


In an effort to reach his goals despite 
the labyrinthine maze of adverse circum- 
stances—inflation, hostility, shortages of 
conventional materials—Mr. Wyatt turned 
to a bold course of stimulating prefabrica- 
tion of houses. His encounter with oppo- 
sition from RFC member George E., Allen, 
a White Howse familiar and favorite, is 
now history, 


Mr. Wyatt continued to insist that this 
was an emergency, calling for action as 
daring and resourceful as that which 
brought production for the war itself. Mr. 
Allen set himself against this theory. He 
stood for traditional banking and business 
practices. He sided in effect with all the 
forces that had fought the emergency pro- 
gram, The issue was taken to the White 
House, and the result was a display of in- 
decision and retreat which no one may 
doubt was the final factor in inducing 
Louisville's former Mayor to resign. 


It was not the Allen-RFC policy that de- 
termined Mr, Wyatt's course. This could 
not but have been viewed as a symptom 
of general conditions, the reflection of an 
attitude in high places, a final revelation 
of weariness, cynicism and surrender. Mr. 
Wyatt’s friends will find it hard to refuse 
him understanding and sympathy. 


The sad thing about it all is that the 
veterans’ emergency housing program 
seems now beyond resuscitation,

NEW RICHES FROM THE SOIL: THE PROGRESS OF 
CHEMURGY, by Wheeler McMillen. (0. Van Now 
trand Co., inc., New York.) 

A Negro philosopher once opined: “The 
chicken is a wonderful bird.

Chemurgy, working through chemistry, has 
enabled the chicken to render even greater 
service than that. From feathers a fiber is 
now made which, when used with other tex- 
tiles, such as rayon, wool and nylon, be- 
comes material for clothing for men and 
women, It is estimated that 38 broilers will 
make a suit for the average man, and 30 
for a woman's suit, size 18. Ten chickens 
yield a pound of feathers. Heretofore, mik- 
lions of pounds have been wasted annually, 

The embryo chick, half-hatched in the 
shell, has been put to work in the interest 
of human health, It serves as a perfect 
medium for the cultivation of viruses used 
in the treatment of influenza and typhus. 
Ninety deses of influenza vaccine are pro- 
duced from 100 eggs. This vaccine, used 
in the Army in the recent war, proved to 
be at least 50 per cent effective. 

* * * 

But the chicken’s contribution to civiliza- 
tion is ‘but an infinitesmal part of the story 
of chemurgy. Just in case somebody won- 
ders what chemurgy is, this book defines 
it as “an organized idea.” Chemurgy finds 
new uses for farm crop residues, and search- 
es out new crops to serve man’s ever-ex- 
panding wants. 

This affinity of science has a long list 
of achievements. Here are just a few: The 
discarded part of milk is used to manufac- 
ture casein and from casein is made plastic 
items such as fountain pens, Casein is also 
converted with chemicals into an emulsion 
from which a fiber is made and then spun, 
with cotton or wool, into yarn. 

The medicinal output from packing plants, 
made of waste from butchered animals, 
now exceeds $50,000,000 annually, {nsulin, a 
product of the pancreas, leading the list. 
Alcohol, manufactured from corn and 
wheat, was used to produce rubber during 
the war, and dandelions, grown in Russia, 
bid fair to become a rival of the rubber 
tree.

Pyrethrum, a species_of the daisy, pro- 
duces pyrethrin, the lethal element in many 
insect sprays; and from the lowly jimson 
weed, which flourishes tin every hoglot, is 
produced a specific for at least one ailment, 

Flax straw, which for more than a cen- 
tury was burned on the farms that pro- 
duced it, now supplies virtually all paper 
used in the manufacture of cigarettes, 
which is enormous. It used to be that sub- 
stantially all cigarette paper was made at 
Troyes, France, from old linen rags collect- 
ed in Poland, the Balkans and Central Eu- 
rope. After World War I, Harry H, Straus, 
an American, moved his paper factory from 
France to South Carolina, abandoned rags 
in favor of flax straw, and now supplies the 
world. 

Weeds, grasses, flowers, herbs and trees-— 
in fact, everything in the realm of nature 
has been scrutinized for hidden virtues, and 
the revelations have been amazing, thus 
confirming the assertion made long ago 
that nothing was created without a pur- 
pose and not a single atom wasted in all 
creation.

The Communist Wooing of Iceland 


W 


The country is Iceland which, 
in this air age, is on our doorstep. 
Having lived for centuries isolated 
from the world, the Icelanders 
now find themselves torn by the 
bitter winds of the left-right con- 
troversy. Iceland today is a min- 
jature France, pulled in several 
different directions at the same 
time. 


Stepping Stone to Europe. 


This is of deep concern to the 
United States if only because Ice- 
land is a vital stepping-stone on 
the air route to Europe. Recent- 
ly, skilled United States negotia- 
tors signed a treaty with Iceland 
which gives this country the right 
to use Meeks Airfield for the serv- 
icing of Government planes so 
long as we have obligations that 
compel us to keep occupational 
troops in Germany. In any event, 
the terms of the treaty cannot be 
altered for six and a half years. 

The Communists in Iceland— 
about 20 per cent of the total vote 
—did everything they could to 
block this agreement’ The Unfted 
States of America was assailed as 
imperialistic and militaristic. Both 
Britain and America were de- 
nounced by Communist leaders 
and in the Communist press, 
sometimes in language unprint- 
able in this country. 


The Communists were playing, 
of course, on the. fact that the 
United States was compelled dur- 
ing the war to build big air bases 
in Iceland, one of them being 
Meeks Field. We kept fairly siz- 
able numbers of troops stationed 
there during the war, since Ice- 
land was obviously a key spot for 
a Nazi parachute invasion. These 
bases, including Meeks, have now 
all been turned back .to the Ice- 
landic government, . 


So They Took the 
$10,000,000. 


Moscow prepared the way for 
the Communist attack by handing 
the Icelandic Treasury a gift of 
about $10,000,000. That is no small 
item in the budget of a country 
with a population of 135,000. It 
Was done this way: 


Last spring, not long before the 
genera] election, the Soviets 
bought a large share of Iceland’s 
chief export—frozen fish. They 
paid just under $400 a ton for it, 
which compared with the world 
price of under $300. At the same 
time, they sold Iceland coal and 
lumber below the world price. 

As a result of this deal, the Ice- 
landers have a balance in the

Trading Reparations? 


The coal that goes to Iceland 
comes from Silesia in Poland. Ac- 
cording to an Icelander recently 
returned from Scandinavia, the 
lumber appears to have been cut 
in Finland and may pe part of the 
Finnish reparation payments to 
the Soviet Union. This is particu- 
larly interesting in view of the 
acute housing and lumber short- 
age in Moscow and other Russian 
cities. + 

After the agreement with the 
United States was signed, the 
Communists, who control the Ice- 
landic Federation of Labor, staged 
a 24-hour general strike in the 
capital, Reykjavik. The two Com- 
munist members of the coalition 
Government resigned, although 
they remained in office provision- 
ally and the Government is carry- 
ing on as before. 

The way the jobs are divided 
between the two Commies, the two 
Social Democrats and the two 
Conservatives in the Government 
is extremely significant. The 
Communists have the Ministries 
of Aviation, including Civil Avia- 
tion, Education, Labor, Fisheries, 
Trade and Commerce. While the 
State Radio Board is ostensibly 
all-party, Communists or fellow- 
travelers dominate the news de- 
partment and color the news ac- 
counts, 


Isolated No More. 


The other ministries are divided 
between Social Democrats and 
Conservatives, The former have 
the Ministry of Justice along with 
Iceland’s tiny state police force: 
which is limited by law to about 
100 men, 

A few days after the signing of 
the American agreement, which 
could hardly be described as a 
great victory for the United 
States, the Soviets offered to buy 
Iceland's entire output of fish for 
1947. They made this condition- 
al, however, on being able to buy 
the herring oil which both the 
United States and Britain would 
like to purchase. 

Iceland's long dark nights re- 
sound with angry Communist 
speeches—no concessions of any 
kind to any foreign power. The 
U.S.S.R. has sent six “assistant 
trade commissioners” to Iceland 
to make sure the trade agree- 
ment is being carried out prop- 
erly.

DEBATE ON RUSSIAN 
AIMS BY WRITERS 


Walter Duranty and H, R. 
Knickerbocker Disagree on 
Motives of Moscow. 


Two foreign correspondents, 
each of whom has won the 
Pulitzer prize for articles written 
on the Soviet Government, de- 
bated last night the question of 
whether Russia can be part of one 
world, but failed to reach a deci- 
sion, 

Speaking for the affirmative be- 
fore the Liberal Forum in the 
Y.M.H.A., 724 Union boulevard, 
Walter Duranty, who won the 
prize for articles written in 1932 
on the Soviet five-year plan, 
warned his audience that “this 
country has well meaning people 
who think their mission is to save 
the world from Russia.” 

At present, he said, the Rus- 
sians have three main objectives. 
They want to be sure the Ger- 
mans will never again be in a 
position to invade Russia. They 
want reparations for the damage 
they have suffered, and they 
want to break down collaboration 
in satellite countries. 

His opponent, H. R. :Knicker- 
bocker, winner of the Pulitzer 
prize for articles written in 1930 
on the five-year plan, held out no 
hope for Russian collaboration and 
said the best that could be ex- 
pected in the near future was an 
armed peace, He described Russia 
as “the most absolute state on 
earth” and said the Russians had 
brought under unwilling control of 
the Kremlin f2 European states 
with a population of 120,000,000 
In a question and answer period 
which followed the debate, Du- 
ranty, an author of several books 
on Russia, said Soviet troops were 
being withdrawn from occupied 
zones as rapidly as possible, but 
the withdrawals were hampered 
by the fact that many of the sol- 
diers had no homes to which to 
return. Travel restrictions are 
placed on visitors to the country, 
he said, because facilities for tak- 
ing them around are inadequate, 
Asked if he believed Marshal 
Stalin should be given the secret 
of the atomic bomb, Duranty re- 
plied he did not. The strictest 
controls of the bomb should be 
put into effect before the method 
of putting it together is shared 
with other governments, he said.

refundings eliminated). Last 
year, at this time, the total was 
less than half that. 

This implies that once again the 
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nation is in an expanding debt 
cycle. 
This is a dominant factor in the 


longer-term business outlook. Pe- 
riods of great growth under Capi- 
talism—periods in which the 
standard of living has _ been 
markedly improved — have been 
marked by major expansion in 
debt, either public or private, The 
underlying reason is clear: By 
going into debt, people or gov- 
ernments increase the money sup- 
ply—the cash or 
available for purchasing goods 
and services. All of which sug- 
gests that in spite of (a) strikes 
and reconversion delays, (b) the 
setback in security prices, and (c) 
talk of a recession next year, the 
major economic trend is up. An 
expanding money (or debt) supply 
still provides the stuff that long 
periods of prosperity are made of. 
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in making the announcement yes-

ZIONISTS MEET, 
HEAR CALL FOR 
JEWISH STATE 


Leader Chaim Weiz- 
mann Tells Congress at 
Basel It Is Only Solu- 


tion for Palestine. 


BASEL, Switzerland, Dec. 9 
(AP) — Chaim Weizmann, presi- 
dent of the World Zionist Con- 
gress, called today for establish- 
ment of a Jewish state as the only 
means of settling the Palestine 


Dec.. | problem. 


“We cannot contemplate a s0o- 
lution falling short of that claim,” 


the Jewish leader said in his pres- 
idential address to the twenty- 
second congress meeting here. 

Weizmann said the _ so-called 
Morrison plan for the federaliza- 
tion of Palestine into Jewish and 
Arab states, named for Herbert 
Morrison, British Lord President 
of the Council, must be rejected 
“without hesitation or reserve.” 

“We reject it both in principle 
and detail,” he declared. “It is 
neither a final solution nor one 
which establishes the Jewish peo- 
ple in political independence.” 

Opposes Terrorism. 

Calling on his people to reject 
terrorism as a means of attain- 
ing Zionist goals in the Holy 
Land, Weizmann declared: 

“Terrorism insults our history 
and mocks the ideals for which 
Jewish society must stand, These 
acts of terrorism are morally ab- 
horrent and also barren of all ad- 
vantage.. They expose’ our hard- 
won achievements to destruction 
and lead us into a . bottomless 
abyss of nihilism and despair, Ir- 
responsible groups, who arrogate 
to themselves the right to involve 
a whole people in responsibility 
for their undisciplined acts, are 
gambling with the Jewish fu- 
ture.” 

Meanwhile, Moshe Shertok of 
the Jewish Agency executive wel- 
comed at a press conference the 
suggestion of Secretary of State 
Byrnes for an Arab-Jewish con- 
ference in London “as a practical 
expression of American interest in 
the solution of the Palestine prob- 
lem.” 

Two Leaders Disagree. 

Varying opinions already were 
heard as to whether the Jews 
would accept the British proposal 
to partition Palestine. 

Two Jewish leaders split on the 
question at a caucus of the Gen- 
eral Zionist party, strong in the 
United States, last night prelim- 
inary to today’s opening of the 
twenty-second Zionist Congress, 
which will last through Dec. 21. 

Both are members of the exec- 
utive committee of the Jewish 
Agency, adviser to the governing 


’| British in Palestine under League 
-|of Nations mandate, 


Dr. Nahum Goldmann of New 
York told the caucus this com- 
mittee should be empowered to 
seek a compromise with Britain 
in the form of partition of Pale- 
stine, among Jewish, Arab and 
British interests in the Holy Land. 

He did not recommend parti- 
tion outright, declaring “every- 
one knows we want a Jewish state 
in the whole of Palestine,” but 
said he favored a gesture to help 
convince the British Government 
“of o willingness to compro- 
mise,” 

Moshe Sneh, regarded as a 
leader of Haganah of the Pales- 
tine Jewish underground, took 
issue with Goldmann’s views and 
urged that none of his listeners 
attend a London conference at 
which partition probably will be 
discussed,

Bevin Quoted on Soviet Threat as 
Calling for Mid-East Force. 


LONDON, Dec. 9 (UP) —~A 
spokesman for the American 
League for a Free Palestine said 
today that Foreign Secretary Er- 
nest Bevin told league leaders 
that Britain was maintaining 
large forces in the Middle East 
to meet a threat from Soviet 
Russia. 

Johan J. Smertenko, vice presi- 
dent of the league, said at a press 
conference that Bevin made his 
statement “off the record” at a 
meeting in the Foreign Office in 
London about a year ago, Smer- 
tenko said hé@ had decided to re- 
lease Bevin’s statement because 
there had been so many previous 
leaks from the British side as 
to what transpired and was said 
at the conference. 

To the best of his recollection, 
Smertenko said, Bevin told league 
leaders that “our interests de- 
mand the presence of large num- 
bers of troops in the Middle East. 

“As you realize, there is a threat 
from Soviet Russia, and we must 
be prepared to meet that threat.” 


British Bombers Drop Food to 
Jews Shipwrecked on Island.

yield a point on modification of 
the veto in the U.N. Security 
Council but finally said, as Ber- 
nard Baruch had insisted all along, 
that there should be no veto in 
any arms control commission set- 
up. Baruch had made clear there 
would be no atomic or other arms 


control unless the veto was waived 
to that extent. 


Reconstruction Needs. 


2. Internal reconstruction is the 
practical problem which immedi- 
ately involves’ the greatest num- 
ber of people in Russia and there- 
fore must be a source of constant 
concern for the Kremlin. To help 
with this Russia wants great rep- 
arations from Germany beyond 
what it is already getting. Many 
officials also believe that it wants 
American financial and technical 
aid. The reparations and finan- 
cia] problems can only be solved 
in a friendlier state of interna- 
tional relations than existed when 
the New York meetings started. 

8. Communist political failures 
in Europe and elsewhere are be- 
lieved by British-American author- 
ities to have dealt the Kremlin 
several severe disappointments. 
Despite Soviet Army and police 
support the Communists did not 
sweep all eastern Europe before 
them; they have had severe set- 
backs in eastern Germany; they 
have not captured effective 
French support. Moreover, under 
constant criticism from Washing- 
ton and London because of their 
Iranian, Turkish and_ eastern 
European policies the Russians 
and their local Communist sup- 
porters in many countries have 
appeared to lose much of the 
moral leadership that had in the 
past won them support from non- 
Communist groups. 


Beyond these three reasons lie 
others which in the secret reason- 
ing of the Kremlin may be at least 
as potent as any already cited. 
These include the stiffened for- 
eign policy of the United States. 

Real or Tactical Change? 

The big question for which dip- 
lomatic sources have no answer is 
this: Do the Russian concessions 
mean a real change of Soviet pol- 
icy in the sense of a permanent 
effort to get along with the west- 
ern powers, or do they mean a 
tactical move to ease the Soviet 
Union over the rough spots of the 
moment? 

One odd fact does stand out in 
all this. During the war and im- 
mediately after, Stalin was the 
man to whom American officials 
always appealed if they wanted a 
compromise on a tough issue. 
Sometimes they got it. Molotov 
was the man for the diplomatic 
“dirty” work, the one whom the 
western diplomats feared and in 
some instances hated because they 
considered him stubborn, narrow, 
fanatical. 

As Stalin has moved into the 
background Molotov has taken on 
the mantle of reasonable compro- 
miser, His once bitter sessions 
with Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes and British Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin are now often 
broken by laughter over familiar 
jokes about the same old problems. 
This fact, coupled with a recent 
great press build-up for Molotov 
in Russia, has set off some specu- 
lation here about Molotov as a 
successor to Stalin some day. 

And, if there is one question on 
which western diplomats have 
fewer facts than they have on 
Stalin’s health, it is the question 
of Stalin’s successor. 


Stalin Relinquishing Control, Lon- 
don Paper Says. 

LONDON, Dec. 9 (AP)—Reports 
about Premier Stalin’s health 
reached banner headline propor- 
tions in some London newspapers 
over the week end. 

The Sunday paper, The People, 
said Stalin had decided “to retire 
from supreme control but will 
maintain contact in the Kremlin 
as an elder statesman. The first 
official announcement is planned 
for the Russian new year, about 


a month from now.” 

The London Observer said Sta- 
lin, at the age of 67, had given 
up control of all but major foreign 
and home policy because “his 
health prevents him from carrying 
out either public functions or de- 
tailed administrative work.”

When he gets to Little seicidenn he'll open 
them, invite the cold air in, then cork the bottles 
and seal the corks. It sounds simple. But he 
wants to make sure that no one appropriates 
ihe bottles as hot coffee containers,

ANOTHER ITEM on the captain's headache 
lst is a five-foot chunk of snow. They want to 
glice it up neatly and put it under a Washington 
microscope. There is plenty of snow in the 
Antarctic—several million square miles of same, 
you can take all you want. The job is to bring 
it to Washington without melting. 

The captain plans to bundle it in cellophane 
and put it in a refrigerator—practically under 
guard. When the ship docks in the states, he 
will pack it in dry ice and hop a train to Wash- 
ington. It’s going to be the most precious snow- 
ball in the U.S.A. 

Several refrigerator companies heard about 
the captain’s snowball mission and offered their 
own newest streamlined models for nothing— 
just for the publicity value. They probably had 
an ad like this in mind: 

Buy an Acme refrigerator—it kept a snow- 
ball frozen from the South Pole to Pennsylvania

COOKS CANNOT OBJECT to putting some 
cellophane-wrapped snow next to frozen pot 
roast in the ship’s refrigerator. But, as for 
making the refrigerator into a stateroom for a 
flock of penguins—well, that’s another matter. 
This resistance has Jack Perkins of the Fish 
and Wildlife Service of the Department of the 
Interior worried. He is charged with bringing 
back some penguins—alive and in good health. 

“They'll be alive and in good health if they 
live in a refrigerator,” said Perkins, who has 
trapped Antarctic penguins before. “I'll just 
have to make it understood that penguins also 
have a housing problem.” 

While chasing penguins over the ice, Perkins 
will be on the lookout for a wedell seal. This 
gentleman has huge eyes and that’s why Perkins 
is interested in him—he wants his eyes. Some 
optical researchers expressed an interest in the 
eyebalis of a wedell seal, and now its up to 
Perkins. He's tossing in his berth these nights, 
trying to figure out how to capture, remove, 
preserve and deliver this delicate item. 
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AN ANCIENT nautical superstition threat- 
ens another of Perkins's assignments—to bring 
back some albatross skins, these gull-like birds 
operate from Cape Horn deep irto the Antarc- 
tic. As recorded in “The Ancient Mariner” to 
kill one is to practically sink the ship. 

When Perkins traveled with the 1930-40 Byrd 
expedition the third mate heatd he was aiming 
to wing some albatross, The mate, a wrinkled 
veteran of sailing days, objected so violently 
that the captain diplomatically, but definitely, 
spiked Perkins's guns. 

Raymond Mond Gilmore, also of the Fish 
and Wildlife Service, is the man who is going to 
count whales. He will take a census in its in- 
ternational whale sanctuary 1000 miles north of 
the South Pole. The sanctuary is about 600 
miles long and 1000 miles wide. For good com- 
mercia] reasons, Dur government wants to know 
the population.

HE questions about Jr., 2nd and 3rd grow more involved. 
T For example: “If William F, Smith has a son, John, and 

John has a son whom he names for his father, wil) the 
grandchild’s name be William F. 2nd or William F. Jr.? (2) 
if after John's son is born, his father, William F., having 
married again, has another son whom he names for himself, 
will that son be William F. 3rd or Jr.? (3) Assuming that 
John's son is William F. 2nd, if John's’brother were to name 
his son also for the child's grandfather, will this child's name 
be William F. 3d? (4) On the other hand, if John were to 
name his son William Henry, would the child still be William 
Smith 2nd?” 

The answers are: (1) Correctly, the grandson will be Wil- 
liam F. Smith Jr. However, since to most people “junior” 
means only that the son’s name is exactly the same as his 
father’s, some parents call the son, named for his grandfather, 
“2nd” instead of “Jr.” Perhaps this should be kept in mind 
as the necessary solution when the grandfather is a widower 
who might remarry. Otherwise, the grandson's correct name 
is “junior.” “Second” means the relationship is collateral. (2) 
The grandfather’s own son will be junior. In this event, the 
grandson who has been called “Jr.” will have to change his 
name to “3rd.”

T HE first impact of the coal 

strike on other workers came 

home to me today as [ walked 
into my apartment house.

I don’t think anyone has ap- 
proached me in this way since the 
days. soon after 1933. For some

out people would stop me on the 
street near my home, and I would

carried in my purse which pro- 


vided a meal in return for some 
work. This is the first day since 
then that I have had to face that 
kind of a situation again. 

It is not good to have to face 


- it; meither was it good to read a 


newspaper headline which stated: 
“Labor, the United States, Line 
Up for Battle.” The United States 
Government belongs to labor as 
much as it does to any other 
group of citizens in this country, 
and they are responsible for the 
strength of their Government. 
They should not weaken it or put 
their own interests in opposition 
to that of the whole people. I 
am therefore very giad that the 
miners have been ordered back to 
work, and I hope this indicates in 
John L, Lewis a realization of his 


responsibility to the whole people. 


WE HAD a long session at Lake 
Success on Friday, arguing the 
Same old question of whether we 
should resolve to have another in- 
vestigating committee look into 
the conditions in the displaced per- 
sons’ camps. The idea is one that 
has been discussed a number of 
times, because there undoubtedly 
are instances where people have 
been found in these camps urging 
other people not to go back to 
their countries of origin. It is of 
course the responsibility of 
UNRRA as long as it runs these 


‘ camps—and of the military au- 


thorities who are assisted by the 
repatriation officers of all the coun- 
tries of origin—to prevent any co- 
ercion froms within or without 
against repatriation. No commis- 
sion going to the camps today 
could do more than ask that the 
military authorities do a better 
job than they have done in the 
past.

NEW YORK STUDYING PLAN 
TO HIKE CITY EMPLOYES’ PAY 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9 (UP)— 
City budget discussions today will 
explore the possibility of granting 
pay increases to 100,000 municipal 
employes in January without spe- 
cial taxation, it was learned today. 

Mayor William O’Dwyer and his 
special financial committee are 
also reported working on plans 
to make $250 to $450 annual cost- 
of-living bonuses already award- 
ed a plot of permanent pay scales. 

Demands totaling $50,000,000 
have been made by low-paid em- 
ployes. Wage increases totaling 
$31,000,000 annually already have 
been granted to board of trans- 
portation workers, school teachers 
and hospital nurses.

NE of the besetting ills of 
childhood is pilfering, taking 
what is wanted—and childhood 
is a bundle of wants without re- 
gard to ownership.

THERE MUST BE no borrow- 
ing from children outside the fam- 
ily. That way trouble comes swift- 
ly and surely. The coveted thing 
is borrowed and not returned, Con- 
science is quieted by the assurance 
of the return but it is not made, 
and when the matter is pressed 
by the original owner, it is easy 
to say and to believe, “I forgot.” 
Borrowing is the first cousin to 
pilfering among children in the 
eight to nine year group. 

Finding things too often is a 
signal of distress. Investigate tire- 
lessly any finding. Insist that a 
thorough search for the owner be 
made that the finding be well 
l.nown in the neighborhood. Take 
charge of any found article and if | 
it was found in school, give it to 
the teacher to hold until such 
time as she decides the rightful 
owner cannot be found. Then, and 
only if teacher and parent believe 
it is wise to do so, shall it be 
given to the finder. Finding things 
and keeping them is for many 
young children just another form 
of pilfering.

THE FOUNDATION of pilfer- 
ing is covetousness, wanting what 
someone else has, wishing for it, 
planning to get it. This human 
failing can be reduced in children 
by giving them things of their own 
and encouraging them to enjoy 
what they have. Children who own

The older ones should be taught 
the truth about coveting, pilfer- 
ing and stealing: That only what 
belong. to us will stay with us 
and bless us. What we take from 
another never does become our 
own but forever remains in its 
true relationship and apart from 
the wrongful possessor.

Colorful Receptions and Dinners Scheduled Through Social Season

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. 
OR newcomers rating invita- 
F tions to dinner a White House 
evening is one of thrills. To 
the mine run of those invited late 
evening receptions might come 
down to a pair of tired feet. 

President and Mrs. Truman 
have resumed these formal doings 
for the first time since Pearl 
Harbor. By Feb. 18, end of the 
formal season, when Senators and 
Representatives and their wives, 
especially the freshmen members, 
are to be received, the President 
and his wife will have greeted 
just about everybody who counts 
in Washington. 

The season began with the first 
state dinner for the diplomatic 
corps. Then followed a second 
state dinner. The third event— 
last Friday—was a reception to 
the Washington press and radio 
representatives, and from now on 
the Trumans will be having a big 
party just about every week. He 
pays for them out of his entertain- 
ment allowance. 

President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
usually followed a big dinner with 
a reception. The Trumans are 
having either dinners or recep- 
tions, but not combining the two. 
On reception night the dinners 


will be confined pretty much to. 


the family... 

The diplomati@ dinners are the 
most colorful. While many repre- 
sentatives of foreign nations wear 
the convential tails and white tie, 
some appear in court uniform. 
This differs with each country. 
Some are resplendent with gold, 
colorful ribbons. And decorations, 
of course.

A formal dinner in Washington 
is one of the few places where 
miltary decoration medals are 
worn. Frequently, instead of the 
rows of service and honor ribbons, 
American or foreign military and 
diplomatic men will wear minia- 
tures of all their medals. In some 
cases that’s a coat full. 

The women, of course, are in 
their best evening dresses, And 
bright colors this year are com- 
peting with white and black, 
Jewels usually are inconspicuous. 

Guests invited to dinner are 
given cards as they arrive, show- 
ing their place at table, and their 
dinner partner. They assemble in 
the East room, where naval or 
army aides, in full dress uniform, 
herd them into line according to 
their protocol, or official position, 
and introduce their dinner part- 


ners. > 

The President and Mrs. Truman 
come to the East room. The line 
passes by for greetings. And then 
they all go to the state dining 
room, 

They see a table in the shape of 
the letter “U.” The President sits 
in the center of the bend of the 
U, Mrs. Truman a short distance 
from him. A huge portrait of 
Abraham Lincoln looks down upon 
them, 

The table, seating 92, is set with

That 
is the signal that the evening is 
over, 

Receptions begin at 9 o’clock 
Guests arrive at the east entrance 
and go to the central stairway 
leading to the main floor, thence 
to the East room. There they 
form! in line as they arrive.

A big reception, with as many 
as 1000 men and women invited, 
means standing in line for an 
hour or more for late comers. The 
line moves slowly through the Red 
room to the Blue room where the 
President and his wife shake 
hands. 


Each has a word or two of 


greeting. The line may be halted 
while they talk a little more with 
persons they know well, but the 
aldes see that the delays are not 
too long. 


As the crowd thins out in the 
East room, the Marine band in 
brilliant scarlet dress uniform 
coats, begins playing there. The 
guests spend the rest of the eve- 
ning dancing, the President look- 
ing in for a while, then going up- 
stairs to his apartment where he 
Massages a hand that has been 
gripped by too many persons. 

The dance is most stately and 
somber. Capt. William Santel- 
mann, leader of the Marine or- 
chestra, plays the latest stuff.

HE declarer in today’s deal 
T was bitterly criticized by his 
partner for not having: taken 
a certain finesse. That particular 
criticism was not well founded, but 
South was guilty of a different 
error.

The bidding, though decidedly 
fancy on South's part, was not 
bad, and the final contract was 
highly logical. 

West decided to open the club 
ace. Dummy ruffed and declarer 
then laid down the diamond ace. 
(As he explained. later, he was 
afraid to take the finesse because 
West might win with the blank 
king and return a heart, which 
East might be able to ruff.) Ae 
tually, of course, West showed @ut. 
South ruffed a club in dummy, 
then led a diamond toward his 
ten. East put up the king and 
shifted to his singleton heart. De- 
clarer won, ruffed another club, 
led to his diamond ten and ruffed 
his last club, then cashed the 
heart queen. During all this time, 
however, West had never let go 
a heart and declarer ended up 
with a losing heart. In dummy, 
for down one. 

After East took his diamond 
king and returned a heart (a 
spade return would have been far 
wiser), declarer should have doné 
just as well as though he had 
taken the diamond finesse. All he 
had to do was draw East's last 
trump, cash the heart queen, then 
ruff a club in dummy and run 
all the rest of the trumps. At the 
end, West would have to keep 
two hearts, hence would have to 
blank the spade king, whereas 
East would also have to give up 
his spade protection in order to 
keep the club king. Thus, the 
double squeeze would take the 
place of the diamond finesse. 
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
